said last-named date and now does con- 
tiune to abandon, live apart from and 
desert this plaintiff, whereby this plaint- 
iff has wholly lost and been deprived of 
the comfort, fellowship, society, aid and 
assistance of said Kiohard H. MoDonald 
Jr., her husband, to the damage of this 
plaintiff in the sum of $500,000. 


Wherefore, plaintiff demands judg- 


ment against said defendant in the mini 
of $500,000 and her costs of suit. 


No answer has as yet been filed to 


complaint, but service has been made, 
Dr. McDonald being now in the city, 
residence at the Baldwin Hotel. 


This suit wai followed by a new ac- 


tion for divorce by McDonald Jr., in 
which he charges that his wife, Clara 
Belle MoDonald, has been puilty of 
adultry, making one S. A. Swalm ^cor- 
respondent. He alleges that the crime 
was committed in Los Angoles last 
March, and at other divers and sundry 
times. 


Mrs. McDonald's lawyers are prepar- 


ing an answer to this complaint, which 
will ba filed in a few days, nnd in which 
they deny absolutely and unequivocally 
nil the acta alleged.
